MiSS THURSBY’S MEDAL. 

It Wm (liven Originally by Czar Alexan¬ 
der II to Tletjeim. 

No olio can meet Miss Emin a Thu why 
without noticing that she wears always 
about her neck or fastened at some part of 
her gown a largo medal. Its history is 
full of interest. Alexander II,'emperor of 
Russia, was an ardent lover of music. At 
tho timo of his visit to Grout Britain he 
heard for tho first timo at Her Majesty’s 
theater In London Thereso Caroline Tiot- 
jeiis, the great prima donna of the day. 
Hho was then giving her impersonation of 
Valentine in ‘ Tljo Huguenots.” Alex¬ 
ander was enchanted with her mighty so¬ 
prano voice. She became a great favorite 
with him, and ho would nover miss, if 
possible, an opportunity to hear her sing. 
As a mark of his favor ho presented her 
with the medal, simply requesting that at 
her death slio would bequeath it to one as 
great as she. 

Tho medal is fully 3 inches in diameter 
and Is of Persian antiquity, although tho 
large turquoise in tho center is a Russian 
amulet. It is supposed to prosper the 
wearer and Is a token of distinction. In 
its peculiar workmanship it is without a 
rival. A very long chain, also Persian in 
design, is attached to tho medal. On the 
death of Mine. Tictjcns in England, Oct. 
8, 1877, it was found that sho had willed 
the medal to Hermino Ruderedorff, who 
was then probably the best appreciated 
concert singer in Europe. She had been 
bom at Ivauowsky, in tho Ukraine, where 
her father was known as a fumous violin¬ 
ist. In 1871-2 sho was engaged by the 
Boston festivals, and afterward made her 
permanent homo In this country. Her 
singing of Modca at the Crystal palaco is 
still remembered by many. After sho re¬ 
tired from public llfo she devoted herself 
’to tho touching of music. Miss Emma 
Thursby was one of her pupils. 

Miss Thursby was born In Brooklyn. 
She studied under Acbille Erani, and at 
Milan under San Giovanni And LampertL 
While she was completing her studies In 
America with Mine. Rudorsdorflf tho latter 
had an opportunity to become acquainted 
with her voice. At tho time of her ex¬ 
tended trip through Europe sho was greet¬ 
ed everywhere with enthusiasm. In 
Sweden tho peoplo took the horsqp from 
her cuwiago that thoy might havo tho 
honor of drawing It themselves. It Is not 
surprising that to so beloved a pupil 
Mmo. lludersdorff should havo bequeathed 
tho medal. It*ls said to be tho only orna¬ 
ment Miss Thursby ever woars.— Ex¬

OLD MESA LIFE. 

The Pueblo Wonmo W»i Always the Hoad 
of th« Household. 

When tho men went down to tin' 
fields, tho pueblo was really in control 
of its rightful owners, tho women. In 
those old communities tho woman was 
tho important partner in tho household. 
She was tho owner of -tho house and all 
it contained. Sho built it and furnished 
it with its utensils of daily uso. The 
children traced descent through the 
mother and took her dun nume. Tho 
man’s position, other than moro pro¬ 
vider, was that of an honored guest, 
and if he presumed disagreeably on his 
position moro likely than not he was 
sent back to his own homo. Far from 
being tho general slave and pack animal 
that is her sister of the plains tribes, 
the Pueblo woman's duties were purely 
domestic, and if sho ever worked iu the 
field it was for tho common good, to 
save the scanty harvest in time of need. 

The grinding of tho many colored 
com for bread, the weaving and the 
making of pottery wero her principal 
occupations, and are to this day. The 
Pueblo Indians are par excellence tho 
potters of the southwest, and it will be 
confessed that they come fairly by the 
title, as an examination of some of tho 
old timo wure will prove, although in 
this case, hs in soino others, tho evolu¬ 
tion has not boon for the better. 

In the small house cell or in the white 
sunlight tho potter sat, and, with 
scarcely any tools at all, fashioned auoh 
specimens of the potter’s art as to chal¬ 
lenge admiration from us with all our 
appliances. The uso of the pol ter’« wheel 
was unknown, and the “throwing” of 
a shapo by this means out of the ques¬ 
tion ; but with a hollow bifc-of basket- 
ware or a piece of broken pot for a sup¬ 
port all the forms from a simple food 
bowl np to the largest and most elabo¬ 
rate water jars wero built up by ooil on 
coil of clay, smoothed or modeled in 
pattern as the vessel grow, and when 
one examines somo of tho ancient pieces, 
notably those exeavutod by Dr. Fowkoa 
bf the Smithsonian institution, one can 
but marvel. 

Then camo the decorating, and in ev¬ 
ery case, from the simplest to the most 
elaborate and intricate symbolic design, 
one must confess that the Indian uses 
tho truest inceptive and funuamcntal 
art principles. There never is any waste 
of energy iu “effect.” The design al 
wavs means a concrete thing, which 
appeals to the understanding of the In¬ 
dians for whose use the utensils arc. 
Through these same pottery forms and 
their decoration runs one of the stron¬ 
gest chains binding the old to the new. 
Near me ure two tinajas, or water jars. 
One is many generations, perhaps cen 
turies, old, tho other perhaps five years, 
and yet in shape and general decoration 
they are much aliko, and if the newer 
one wus properly “toned” they would 
pass as of the same period.—Fernand 
Lungren in Century.

THEY ARE THE FAVORITE WEAPONS 
AMONG MILITARY MEN. 


These Long Range Death Dealers Can Be 
Fired With Great Rapidity, Are as Ac¬ 
curate as Rifles at Their Range and Ex¬ 
ert Tremendous Energy. 

The betterment of the modern field 
gnu is fully equal to the development 
of other branches of military armament. 
It has been especially rapid within the 
Inst dozen yeara The work of special¬ 
ists and tho results of extended tests 
have onded in the production of a weap¬ 
on of great accuracy and of titanio 
force. The field gun of today is the fa¬ 
vorite weapon of the military man, and 
ho expects from it some very remark¬ 
able demonstrations when opportunity 
to uso it occurs. 

Napoleon is credited with the remark 
that Providence is always on the side 
of tho heavy artillery, but the artillery 
which Napoleon know was not worthy 
to bo mentioned on the same day with 
tho light, graceful and deadly arm with 
which tho moderns are prepared to do 
slaughter. The first great stop forward 
was taken when the breechloading ac¬ 
tion was invented. Well known scien¬ 
tific rules of boring and the improve¬ 
ment in projectiles and powders have 
done tho rest. Tho field gun now in use 
by tho powors is as accurate at its range 
as a rifle and has tremendous energy. 

Tho United States has no better field 
guns than thoso with which tho armies 
of Germany and Franco aro armed, but 
they aro every bit as good. Like our 
other ordnanco, they aro all made on 
this sido of the water. Tho American 
manufacturer yields to no one in ability 
to mako a perfect weapon. Indeed many 
of tho chief improvements in field guns 
ami in tho larger sizes, sometimes callod 
“siego” guns, aro tho products of Amer¬ 
ican brains. 

m Tho field guns of tho United States 
army aro .mado at Watervlicfc, N. Y., 
just as tho largo gulls for tho navy and 
for coast defenso are turned out at 
Washington. They have a caliber of a 
little more than threo inches, are, of 
course, brcechloading, aro rather 
lengthy for their width and are lightly 
but strongly mounted. They uso a point¬ 
ed shell which explodes either on con¬ 
cussion or by time fuse, generally tho 
, former, and aro fired with great rapidity. 

Each gun of a battery is in command 
of a lieutenant, who, under tho oyo of 
his superior, sights it and directs its 
working. He has his elevation, depres¬ 
sion and wind gauge formulas at his 
fingers’ ends, aud with him good shoot¬ 
ing is mainly a question of care. The 
powder used in these guns is of the 
smaller grained brown hexagonal kind,

The Beaver says : “ Months 
ago the binder twine makers went to 
the Government and strongly urged 
a restoration of the duty in part at 
least.” Why did the twine makers 
interest themselves about the re-im- 
position of the duties if the removal 
was to result in arise in price? Or 
docs the Beaver mean to contend that 
the twine manufacturers wanted cheap 
twine ? Again the Beaver says : “ The 
Government was then told that unless 
the duty was restored several Canadian 
factories would bo closed and large 
numbers of Canadian worknen would 
be thrown out of employment.” In 
fact, several factories did close down, 
with the hope probably of forcing the 
Government to re-impose the duties. 
But as this move failed, and the duty 
was not re-imposed the factories soon 
opened up again, of which fact the 
Beaver says nothing, being as dumb 
as an oyster on this point and also the 
fact that a scarcity of manilla in con¬ 
sequence of the war is responsible for 
the present increase in the price of 
binder twine. 


OUR OTTAWA LETTER. 


Ottawa, July 9th, 1898.—Some pro- 
minence^has been given during the 
past few cloys to a statement origin¬ 
ating in a Winnipeg paper which 
charges Government officials in the 
Yukon with using valuable information 
gained in their official capacity to their 
porsonal advantage and to the public 
loss. It is alleged that when rich dis¬ 
coveries were reported to the crown, 
the registrar and inspector of mines 
immediately staked off adjoining 
claims which they now hold for specu- 


in charge of the administration of the 
Yukon. Mr. Ogilvie was not adminis¬ 
trator of the Yukon, at that time, nor 
did ho at any time have more authority 
to administer the laws than the poorest 
miner in the country. He was sent in, 
in charge of an ordinary survoy party 
his only duty boing those of a survey¬ 
or. For many months before his 
return to civilization ho had been anx¬ 
ious to come out to complete his 
returns and make his report to the 
Surveyor General at Ottawa. While 
not desiring to detract from the well- 
deserved reputation which Mr. Ogilvie 
enjoys as a result of his conduct in 
the far north, it may be pointed out 
that he himself has stated that he at 
no time felt debarred by his official 
obligations from taking up claims, but 
that, having been frequently called 
upon by miners to adjudicate disputes 
between them he would not hamper 
his position as an arbitrator by any 
personal interest in matters chat raignt 
be under dispute. 

OtilLVIB’s REPORT IGNORED. 

Another fact that is worth remem¬ 
bering is that Mr. Ogilvie frequently 
urged upon the late Government the 
necessity and importance of providing 
for the administration of the Yukon 
but his reports were pigeon holed, 
and no attention was given to the 
matter until Mr. Sifton becamo a mem¬ 
ber of the present Government and 
took charge of the Jaterior. Since 
that time the development of the 
country and the provision for the 
efficient administration of the common 
law and the mining regulations have 
been progressing side by side with 
marvellous strides. And so thoroughly 
has the reputation of the country, and 
the law abiding character of its peo¬ 
ple been established throughout the 
world and in spite of obstacles per¬ 
sistently thrown in the way by the 
opponents to the Government that 
space need not be taken to further dis¬ 
cuss the matter. Credit for this is 
due alike to the administrative head 
here and to the capable and honest 
officials charged with carrying out his 
instructions. As far as any reliable 
ai^jienticated information has been 
received, these latter, without except¬ 
ion, have proved true to their trust 
under exceptionally onerous conditions, 
and it is a poor return for services 
efficiently and faithfully rendered and 
lor which no ordinary pecuniary 
acknowledgment can be adequate com¬ 
pensation, to circulate unsubstantiated 
stories reflecting on their honesty of 
purpose. 

A SIGNIFICANT SILENCE. 

It is a significant circumstance that 
these stori#* of wrong doing cease 
during the time Parliament is in ses¬ 
sion, only to gain currency again as 
soon as the house prorogues. State¬ 
ments somewhat similar to this were 
published some weeks ago, but not a 
word was said about it in the House, 
where the truth could have been quick¬ 
ly established. Such however has 
been the history of all the stories 
about the administration of the De¬ 
partment of the Interior. Those who 
start a false report are not the men to 
be honest enough to seek the truth and 
publish it with equal assiduity. 

IMPERIAL UNITY. 

The latest advices from old London 
indicate that the Postmaster General’s 
scheme for an imperial penny postage 
rate is finding favour with the Im¬ 
perial Postal Conference. “ Once again” 
says the cablegram, “ is Canada assert¬ 
ing herself a9 the pioneer of the 
Empire.” 

Undeterred by the apparent failure 
of the Petersen-Tate Company to float 
the fast steamship line between Can¬ 
ada and the old country, the Govern¬ 
ment is actively engaged in negotiating 
fresh arrangements which will accom¬ 
plish the much desired object, and 
there is little doubt that the Minister 
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thongil tlio pneroiuai is preiurreu ior 
some calibers. 

The recoil of tbisguuou level ground 
is 20 feet, with the wheels unlocked. 
With the wheels locked it recoils five 
feet, and is run forward and resighted 
very swiftly. Its point blank rango is 
2,200 yards. It can bo made effective at 
a much greater distauco, of course, but 
officers prefer that range for accurate 
shooting. 

It fell to mo some seven years ago to 
report tlio first field trial given the 
Watervliet guns. Tlireo of them were 
sent to Fort Sam Houston at San An¬ 
tonio, where •Light Battery F, Third 
artillery, was stationed under command 
of Major James B. Burbank, a most ca¬ 
pable officer, now attached to the staff 
of tho governor of Now York. Major 
Burbank was instructed to try them out 
thoroughly, and for this purpose select¬ 
ed an ideal rango on Ganahl’s ranch, GO 
miles north of San Antonio. 

Tho guus woro plunted in line and 
20 feet apart on tho sido of a green hill 
and pointed across a shallow valley. 
On tho opposito hill, 2,200 yards away, 
a tent fly was put tip as a target. It 
was 15 by 0 feet in dimension and was 
stretched on two polos. At that distance 
it looked like nothing in the world so 
much as u man’s pocket handkerchief. 
One shot was fired as a range finder, 
and that shot proved the range was 
found. Then tho work began. 

For half nu hour theso guns pitched 
shells through or under or over the tar¬ 
get, according to the firing directions, 
with as much accuracy as a man would 
use a Winchester rifle at 100 yards. 
Tho work was dene with the precision 
of a clock. Thero was tho rush of tho 
pieco into its first position, tho quick 
command to load, tho rapid aim and 
discharge, tho faint scream of the shell, 
tho puff of smoko and dull report as it 
struck and tho dust roso up in a pillar. 

When it was ended, wo rode across 
tho volley and up tho opposite slope to 
tho spot whore tho tout fly had stood. 
Bits of it layabout here and there. One 
of tho poles was bitten short off. For 
60 yards below the other pole, for 30 
yards on either side of it and for 100 
yards above it the earth was not plowed 
—it was harrowed. An ant could not 
havo lived on tho ground. 

It was not difficult to imagine what 
would havo become of an opposing force. 
Men and horses would havo been dead 
And all guns dismounted in five minutes 
after tho firing began. There could have 
been no better illustration of the abso¬ 
lutely fatal character of these pieces. 
It was found that they did npt become 
unmanageable through heat, that the 
breech mechanism displayed no sign of 
strain, that the recoil was not greater 
than was calculated and that accuracy 
was as perfect with the last shell as 
with tho first. These findings were re¬ 
ported to the Washington authorities, 
and the manufacture of the guns went 
on. Tho regular army is now thorough¬ 
ly supplied with them.

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PLAQUE OF LEGISLATORS. 

Wh? Som. of th. StatM Obm Bad Two 
Capital*. 

Baton Bongo freely translated means 
fid stick. That is the limit of my un¬ 
derstanding of the affair, however. It 
is a quaint old town, consisting chiefly 
of river. When I studied geography 
several decades ago, I knew that Louisi¬ 
ana had two capitals, one at New Or- I 
leans and the other at Baton Rouge. | 
They have got tired of entertaining 
legislators <at New Orleans of late year' 1 
and have unloaded the whole job upon 
the smaller and more nearly defenseless 
oKy. 

Looking back to those old days, I re¬ 
tail that Louisiana was one of the very 
few states which required two vents for 
their legislatures. Connecticut was one, 
with Hartford and New Haven as cap¬ 
itals, and Rhode Island, the smallest of 
states, was another, with Providence 
and Newport. Of late years there has 
been a sort of centralization of capitals. 
The fashion of having one at every en¬ 
terprising city in a state has fallen into 
disuse. You might tramp all over any 
of the states nowadays and not run the 
risk of blundering into a legislature in 
full blast where it might have been 
least expected. I asked the Pocatello 
man what he thought was the reason 
for the wealth of capitals in earlier 
times. 

“In those days, ” he said, “the states 
wore young and tender and had not 
fully developed their muscle and their 
power of resisting great assaults. It 
was therefore to distribute the evil of 
a legislature sitting over a great deal of 
country so as not to give any particular 
city the worst of it. As time went on 
and a town showed especial hardihood 
and ability to stand groat calamity the 
. legislature was switched upon it as a 
perpetual and permanent institution. 
New Orleans and Newport and other 
towns which in other days were capitals 
had the good luck to draw tw’o aces and 
to win out, sending the .loginfcturo in 
the one instance to Baton Rouge and in 
the other tp Providence. It takes a game 
town to stand a persistent plague of 
legislature. 

COLOR IN FLAGS. 


Bed Predominate* Largely In the Stand¬ 
ard* of the Chief Nation*. 

Though the policy of military au¬ 
thorities in using less glaring colors in 
uniforms has been very marked of late 
years rod remains the most popular col¬ 
or for national standards. Of 25 coun¬ 
tries 19 kavo flags with red in them, 
the list including the United States, 
England, France, Germany, Austria, 
Italy, Spain, Denmark, Belgium, Swe¬ 
den, Switzerland, Turkey, Mexico, 
Chile, Portugal, Venezuela and Cuba. 

The countries which have blue as an 
element of their flags aro the United 
States, Russia, Franco, England, Hol¬ 
land, Ecuador, Sweden, Chile, Ven¬ 
ezuela, Portugal and Cuba. Throe coun¬ 
tries have black as ouo of tho elements 
of their flags, Germany, Belgium nnd 
China, but Germany is the only one of 
three which has black and white to¬ 
gether. 

There aro flvo countries (excluding 
from consideration Ireland, the familiar 
flag of which not ofllciallv recognized 
among the national standards) which 
havo green as a color; Brazil, tho flag 
of which f is green chiefly; Mexico, 
Egypt, Italy and Persia. There aro nine 
countries in which tho flag is partly of 
yellow. Theso countries aro Austria, 
Spain, Belgium, Egypt, Sweden, China, 
Persia, Brazil and Venezuela. Countries 
with flags partly white aro the United 
States, Franco, Germany, Russia, Aus¬ 
tria and Italy, six of tho soven chief 
powers. 

There is no wliito in the national 
•tandard of England, but tho British 
naval flag has a white background. 
Other countries having white in their 
flags aro Switzerland, Turkoy, Persia, 
Japan, Mexico, Holland, Denmark, Por¬ 
tugal, Cuba, Cliilo and Ecuador, tho 
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fh* Money They Spend Amount* in 

•700,000,000 n Year. 

The amount of money expended by 
kmrigts in Europe has, if official records 
•broad »re to be accepted as authentic, 
increased enormously of late years. 
There has been recently filed with the 
Swiss minister of finance and customs 
•t Bern a detailed statement of hotel 
reoelpts in that country, from which it 
appears that the gross receipts of Swiss 
hotels rose from 52,800,000 francs in 
1880 to 114,883,000 in 1804. The entire 
annual expenses of the Swiss republic 
amount in a year to between 80,000,000 
and 90,000,000 francs (the budget for 
this year is given at the latter flguro), 
and it would seem, therefore, very much 
as if tho hotels of Switzerland take in 
in a year more than tho government it- 
•elf does. 

The Swiss figures are not the only 
ones furnished in Europe recontly on 
this point A French record shows that 
every year there are 270,000 foreigners 
who pass from a fortnight to a whole 
winter on the Rivieia. Every person is 
supposed to expend on an average 1,000 
francs, or $200, in the country. In oth¬ 
er words, the foreign visitors spend in 
the country every winter the sum of 
$54,000,000. The English arc put down 
as contributing ono-third of this amount; 
tho French themsolves contribute anoth¬ 
er third; -Germans, Belgians, Dntch, 
Russians and Americans contribute the 
remainder. From being a poor country 
when it was annexed to Frnuce in 1800 
^Nice has become one of the richest de¬ 
partments of the republic. 

Some figures recently compiled of the 
revenues to hotels from tourists in I%ris 
show tho averago number of foreign 
visitors to be 60,000. It is customary 
to estimate at 10 francs, or $2, a day 
tho hotel bills of strangers in Pwris. 
Estimating at $2 a day each the hotel 
bills of 60,000 touristy and at about a* 
much more their other ontlnys it is to 
be seen that tourists in Paris can bo put 
down for an expenditure of nearly $260,- 
000 a day. 

The total sum expended by tourists 
in Europe in a year is probably not very 
far from $700,000,000, and a very con¬ 
siderable portion of this comes from the 
pockets, the purses and tho bankers’ 
balances of Americans, who aro pro¬ 
verbially the most liberal among travel¬ 
ers. Russians come second, Brazilians 
third. —Exchange.

THE SOUTHERN CROSS. 


Chang Inc Position In the Heavens of This 
Celebrated Constellation. 

If Job were to rise from the dead and 
look upon tho heavens, says Professor 
T. .T. J. See in The Atlantic, he would 
see tho constellations related to one an¬ 
other as of old, but he would find that 
the pole had shifted its position among 
the stars, and if an immortal could wit¬ 
ness the grand phenomenon which the 
precession of the equinoxes produces in 
about 12,900 years he would find the 
heavens so altered that tho former as¬ 
pect could be recognized only by an un¬ 
derstanding of tho changes which had 
intervened. 

As Humboldt justly remarks, the 
beautiful and celebrated constellation 
of the Southern Cross, never seen by 
the present inhabitants of Europe and 
visible in the United States only on our 
sotfthem coast, formerly shone on the 
6hores of the Baltic, and can again be 
aeon in that latitude in about 18,000 
years. The cross will then be visible on 
the shores of Hudson bay, but at pres¬ 
ent it is going rapidly southward, and 
in a few thousand years will bo invisi¬ 
ble even at the extreme point of Florida. 

In like manner the brilliant star Ca¬ 
nopus in the constellation Argo, situat¬ 
ed some 87 degrees south of Sirius, is 
now visible in the southern portion of 
the United States. In about 12,000 years 
it will cease to rise even in Central 
America. From tho same cause, if Ptol¬ 
emy were to again look upon the heav¬ 
ens afc Alexandria, he would be unablo 
to recognize Alpha and Beta Centauri, 
which lie easily saw and catalogued in 
the time of Hadrian. At present these 
magnificent stars are just visible at the 
pyramids, near Cairo, and in a few 
more«4housaL.d years they can be seen 
by dwellers on the Nile only in upper 

Egypt. 

French Ghost Hunters. 

Members of our own Society of 
Psychical Research, which, by the 
way, has not been much in evidence of 
late, should be interested in the fate 
which has befallen the French body 
with identical aims known ns La So- 
cieto des Sciences Psvchiques. The 
latter has just been reduced to a state of 
hopeless disruption by tho conduct of a 
section of its adherents who, presum¬ 
ably weary of confining their psychical 
researches to tho chasing of elusive 
“spooks, ” have gone astray after such 
livelier branches of occult scienco as 
the preparation of talismans, the con¬ 
cocting of love philters and the telling 
of fortunes. 

The earnest ghost hunters, disgusted 
by this descent to the methods of the 
common or commercial charlatan, have 
resigned in a body and formed a new 
society of their own. It is by no means 
certain, however, that those who remain 
have not proved themselves wiser in 
their generation than the seceders, for, 
while ghosts^ are unmistakably “off” 
in these days, the interest in other forms 
of mystical quackery seems to be as 
strong and widespread as ever.—London 
World. _ 

Throneroom of Spain. 

The throneroom of Spain is a magnif¬ 
icent apartment of crimson and gold, 
with colossal mirrors and a chandelier 
of rock crystal that is considered the 
finest example of the kind in the world.

It Is Often I*»-y»»nd the Power of the 
to Explain It. 

One need not go to the realms of 
space, or time, or figures, to incut with 
the incomprehensible. Despite modern 
sciencn and ingenuity this word still ro- 
uiains tho only applicable epithet for 
some of tho achievements of Indian rou- 
jurers. Wo can smile at tho luminous 
ippearauco of tho beautiful face before 
which us the revelation ftf Osiris the 
old Egyptians prostrated themselves in 
%\vo—for tho marvels of tbe magic lan¬ 
tern uro familiar to us, tho early exist¬ 
ence of gunpowdor gives an easy ex¬ 
planation of the oracle’s lightning and 
thunder, the weird harmony of Mem- 
non was merely the result of an in¬ 
genious mechanical contrivance—but 
shrewd travelers of later date, whose 
Veracity is beyond dispute, tell of 
much, more inexplicable things than 
these. One of tbe best known writers 
on occultiim, Jacolliot, has left an ac¬ 
count of certain things be eaw during 
bis official sojourn in India which, as 
they seem to defy explanation, may 
fairly bo classed among things incom¬ 
prehensible. Tho performor was one 
whom he accidentally met and who re¬ 
quired sonio persuasion before he would 
exhibit feats which, he continually af¬ 
firmed, were the work of other intelli¬ 
gences. 

On some sticks fixod upright in flow¬ 
erpots were placed some leaves from n 
tree, with holes in each sufficiently 
large to make them fall to the level of 
the mold. Standing at a considerable 
distance, tho fakir made a gesturo with 
his hands. A slight breeze seemed to 
pervade tbo room, then the leaves quiv¬ 
ered and gradually worked upward on 
the sticks. Jacolliot placed himself be¬ 
tween the flowerpots and the operator, 
placed tbe sticks iu the flooring and 
adopted every means he could imagine 
to frustrate auy trickery, but nothing 
he did made auy difference to tho move¬ 
ment of tho leaves. 

The more familiar feat of the seem¬ 
ingly supernatural growth of flowers 
was utterly eclipsed by auother instance 
vouched for by tbe same narrator. His 
own servant brought him a score or so 
of seeds, from which he selected and 
marked one. Tho fakir planted it in a 
pot of earth, muttered some words over 
it and fell into a sort of trance, whioh 
lasted about 80 minutes. He then 
awoko, uncovered the pot and discover¬ 
ed a seedling two or three inches high. 
Jacolliot examined it and found it had 
sprung from the seed which he had 
markod. 

With a touch of a peacock’s feather 
the fakir depressed a balance of a com¬ 
mon woigbing machine in daily use in 
the household, thongb in the other waa 
a weight of 12 stone, and with a dis¬ 
tant motion of his hand he mads shav¬ 
ings of wood to sink or move lm water. 
Still more marvelous is the description 
of the manner in which this veritable 
eastern wizard was able to set at de¬ 
fiance the law of gravity. On this occa¬

Romo interesting observations mado 
by M. Fatio ou tho surgical treatment 
of wounds by birds were recently 
brought before tho Physical society »>f 
Geneva.

With its beak 
and feathers it makes a very creditable 
dressing and has even 'been known to 
secure a broken limb by means of a .- tout 
ligature. On one occasion M. Fatio 
killed a suipo which had on its chest a 
largo dressing composed of down from 
other parts of tho body and securely 
fixed to tho body by coagulated blood. 
Twice ho had snipe with interwoven 
feath^cs strapped ou to tho site of a 
fracture of one or other limb. Tho mo.-t 
interesting example was that of a suipo 
both of whose legs ho had unfortunately 
broken by a misdirected shot.” lie only 
recovered it on the following day, when 
bo found that tho wounded bird had 
tontrived to apply dressings and a sort 
of splint to both limbs. In carrying out 
this operation some feathers had become 
entangled round the beak, and not be¬ 
ing able to use its claws to get rid of 
them the poor creature was almost dead 
, from hunger when found. — Public 
j Opinion.

Tho Into Earl of Cawdor was tho 
owner of two charming residences in 
Wales—Stack polo Court, Pembroke¬ 
shire, whoro I 10 died, and Goldeu 
Grovo, Carmarthenshire—but thoso 
wero more pleasuro houses by compari¬ 
son with tho ancestral homo of tho 
Campbells, Cawdor castlo at Nairn. 
This lino north British dwelling re¬ 
mained almost undisturbed from tho 
death of Sir Hugh Campbell iu 1710 
for a period of nearly 150 years, when 
it watj conscientiously restored by its 
late owner. Cawdor castle itself had 
its rise im a flerco and wild age, around 
which traditions of a hazy nature clus¬ 
ter. It is a legend iu Nairn that tho 
murder by Macbeth was committed in 
tm old chamber of tho castlo tower, 
and visitors wishing to conduct them¬ 
selves with gravity and respectful rever¬ 
ence aro expected to receive this story 
with an expression o£solemnity not uii- 
tinged with awe That tho “silver 
skin” of King Duncan was “laced with 
his golden blood” in this particular 
apartment is u fablo that need not now 
he enlarged upon.

days when witchcraft was still rampant. 
This is significant of his reputation 
even in those early times, for lmd any 
one taken his tricks seriously ho would 
doubtless have been run to earth and 
done to donth as a wizard. 

In the middle of tho seventeenth cen¬ 
tury, in the earliest years of tho res¬ 
toration, a number of tricks were pub¬ 
lished in 0110 of those facetious books 
which seem to havo occupied tho press 
to a great extent at this time, but 
which, owing to their popularity, havo 
for tho most part perished. Tho chief 
recommendation to tho greater number 
of these tricks is that no apparatus be¬ 
yond tho utensils of everyday life is 
necessary. Also it is suggeste<l to tho 
performer that ho can mako some 
small profit out of his entertainment by 
prevailing on his nudieneo to bet with 
him on tho result of tho trick. 

“To set a horse’s or an asso’s head 
upon a man’s head and shoulders’’ 
seems impossible out of tho l*^i(l of 
Faery, but wo are informed tnat by 
boiling the head ent off from a living 
animal, “the flesh boyl’d may run no 
into oyle, ” and then by mingling the 
hair beaten into powder with this oil 
and anointing tho heads of tho stauders 
by, “they shall seem to havo horses’ Gr¬ 
asses’ heads”—a costly experiment and 
fcarsomo if successful. 

But, besides this, one can “make peo¬ 
ple seem headlcsse, ” and this without 
bloodshed and by tho following simple 
receipt: “Break arseniek very flue, and 
boylo it with sulphur in a cover’d pot, 
and kindle it with a new candle, and 
the staiiders-by will seem to bo head- 
lesse. ” Doubtless a strong imagination 
is necessury for success. 

Somo of tho tricks aro such as would 
nowadays causo tho performer to bo 
disliked, to put it mildly. For instance, 
“have a nut filled with ink, and give 
this unto another and bid him crack it 
and see what I 10 can find in that,” 
which being done “will cause much 
laughter. ” 

“To keep a Tapster from frothing his 
Pots” must havo beeu an amusement to 
tho wags of tho period, and for this 
“provide in readinesso the skin of a red 
Hcring, and when the Tapster is absent 
do but rub a littlo on tho inside of his 
pots, and ho will not bo able to froth 
them, do what he can, in a good while 
after. ” 

“To counterfeit a diamond with a 
white saphir” is a most useful accom 
plishment, but tho fraud is likely in 
these days to bo discovered and is more 
a chemical experiment than a trick. 

Several tricks are recommended which 
havo animals as their subject and aro 
for the most part brutal to our modern 
ideas. Perhaps tho least objectionable 
is “to seem to kill a Horse and cure him 
again,” which may bo thus accom 
plished: 

“Take the seed of henbane and give 
it the Horse in his Provender, and it 
will cast him into such a deep sleep 
that he will seem dead. If you will re¬ 
cover him again, rub his Nostrils with 
Vinegar, and he will seem to be re¬ 
vived. ” The “seem to bo revived” 
sounds rather ominous, and it is to be 
noted that the correct quantity of hen¬ 
bane is not mentioned, so that it might 
be best to try this experiment on some 
one else’s horse. 

“To make a shoal of Goslings draw a 
Timber logge” sounds interesting, hut 
unfortunately the directions aro vagne. 
“To make a shoal of Goslings or a Gag¬ 
gle of Geeso to seem to draw a Timber 
logge is done by the verio means that

GREAT RETICENCE OBSERVED AS TO 
GIVING NEWS. 


There was great excitement in Napanee 
on Thursday when the Daily Globes arri¬ 
ved, giving an account of the tracing and 
capture of the Dominion Bank robbers, or 
some of them. During the morning public 
curiosity was awakened by the appearauce 
of four detectives who registered at the 
Campbell House, and one of whom is well 
known here, namely, Mr. Dougherty. 
During the dity it leaked out that Robert 
Mackie, of Belleville, had been arrested, 
and was remanded to gaol by Police Magie- 
trato Daly, presumably in connection with 
the bank robbery. To all questions on the 
subject, however, no satisfactory answer 
could be obtained. Surmise is therefore 
rampant, and nmy bo wrong. But thero is 
evidently some move to bo pmde that ne¬ 
cessitates secrecy on the part of tlie offii- 
oiuls. An interview with edv^ral parties 
on behalf of the Exrnisss did not bryig 
anything satisfactory to lay before the pub- 
lic. It is hoped by all right thinking peo¬ 
ple that the whole mystery of the bank 
robberv nmv now be cleared up. the guilty 


box showed an ingenious method had been 
adopted by Pare to conoeal the booty. At 
each corner of the receptacle thero was a 
thick post, ostensibly put there to bold the 
box together. On removing these a plug 
was found in the bottom of e&cb and the 
suspicions of the officers were aroused, for 
they knew that they had a cunning man to 
deal with. Taking an axe Detective Thorn¬ 
hill split one of tho posts down the middle 
and in it was found an augur hole about 
1A inches in diameter. This hiding 
place contained a number of unsigned bills, 
and in two more of the posts bills were 
discovered, making a total of 218 $10 bills, 
none of which were countersigned. 

The polioe learned in Manchester that 
Pare under the name of Belanger had an 
account at the First National Bank in that 
city, tlaire being a deposit of $2,800 to his 
credit, and at one of tho savings banks be 
had $280 deposited under the name of 
George II. Howard. Pare posed as a horse 
trader at Manchester, but the police say 
that he has been k professional tbief for 
.more than thirty years.

Montreal officers also found that Holden 
had moved from that city soon after the 
Napanee affair, and rumor said that he had 
gone to Boston with his family. The in 
epector detailed to work on the case soon 
discovered the residenoe of Holden and 
shadowed him. Chief Watts, Detective 
Thornhill and Capt. Dugan arranged the 
plans for the capture of their man, and it 
was essential that a search of the house 
should bo made simultaneously with the 
arrest of Holden or as soon after as possible, 
but unfortunately the man was arrested 
almo3t immediately after be entered the 
flat yesterday, he being recognized from a 
photograph forwarded from Montreal. 
Not a penny of the stolen money was found 
in his pockets, and his wife denied ever 
seeing any Canadian or Dominion Bank 
bills in the houee or in her husband’s 
possession. While the house was being 
searched & small black bag was found by 
the officers, which Mrs. Holden said con¬ 
tained nothiDg but a pair of stockings. 
Her statement was partly true, but in one 
of the stockings was found a collection of 
French and other foreign coins. Mrs. 
Holden said that there was a trunk in a 
place leading off the dining-room. This 
statement was made to Inspector Burke, 
and as he turned to go into the room he 
saw out of tho corner of his eye the quick 
movement made by the woman as she 
threw a small package into the kitchen 
stove. Burke shouted to his companions 
what was going on and succeeded in get¬ 
ting one of the bundles out of the stove, 
and Deteotive Thornhill pulled out another.

Holden is a very powerful man, being 
over six feet tall, and weighing about l‘J0 
pounds, He resisted arrest, but was soon 
subdued. Of the sum total stolen from the 
Napanee bank about £0,000 has been recov¬ 
ered, £7,000 at Manchaster, £2,000 from 
the Saucier woman at Montreal, and about 
£200 from Holden, The woman is detain, 
ed at Montreal, charged with circulating 
forged paper. Pare is at Manchaster, and 
Holden is in the tombs. 

Pare is said to be the only man that ever 
worked out the combination of a safe in 
this country. The first deposit be made 
in the First National Bank at Manchester 
consisted of about £1,000 in United States 
gold pieces, which is half the amount in 
American specie taken from the vault in 
N&panee. Of the thousand £10 unsigned 
Dominion Bank biils about 400 have been 
recovered or aooounted for. Among the 
J?10 bills found at Manchester was a £10 
bill with a genuine signature of Mr. 
Baines, which Superintendent Thornhill 
says was probably used by Pare as a copy 
for hia signatnres to the stolen ones.

Through a description furnished by 
parties in Montreal, Chief of the Detectives 
Silas H. Carpenter of Montreal and Dotec 
tive Geo. S. Dougherty of tho Pinkerton 
agency in New Y'ork arrested Caroline 
Saucier, who kept a cigar store on St. 

Catharine street, Montreal, as the person 
who had been floating the forged bills. In 
her possession was found £103 in Dominion 
and American bills, and three of the £J0 
bills bearing tho forged signatures of Mr, 

Baines. 

On investigation it was learned that the 
Saucier woman was the sister of Edward 
Pare, alias Geo E Belanger, alias Howard, 
a professional safe-burglar, also an expert 
machinist, carpenter and draughtsman, 
who had done time in Montreal, and also 
tive years in the Concord, N.II., State 
Prison fr safe jobs. It was kpown at the 
time that pare lived at Manchester, and 
when it was learned that the Saucier 
woman kept house for him at 44 Bridge 
street making frequent trips out of town, a 
watch was set upon the house. The police 
traced Pare to several banks in Manchester, 
where it was learned that he was in the 
habit of making deposits of from £50 to 
£100 at a time, and in each instance he 
would mix in one or two of the stolen £10 
bills bearing the forged signature. It was 
found that the forged bills of the. same 
denomination had also been passed upon 
the merchants of Manchester, and at least 
ten of them were recovered from the store 
keepers, who identified Pare from photo¬ 
graphers tho person who presented them 
Pare was placed under arrest about 2 
o’clock ]&3t Saturday morning at his home.

Napanee Bank Robbery. 

An important arrest was made a day or 
two ago at St. Thomas, Que., in connection 
with the robbery of the Dominion bank at 
Napanee. Ont. The person arrested was a 
woman, who is believed to have passed some 
bf the stolen notes in Montreal. Hhe was 
brought to Montreal, and is at present in 
the cells of the police head quarters, She 
is known as Carolino Pare, wife of one 
Saucier. Up to three weeks ago sho kept a 
small cigar store on St. Catharine street. 
This she sold out at n ridiculously low 
figure and left for St. Thomas on bor holi¬ 
days, which were interrupted by her arrest. 
Mrs. Saucier is the sister of the notorious 
Edwsrd Pare, who, in 1883, in company 
with Larocholle and Howard, blew open 
the safe of the late Ferdinand De Lisle, in 
Quebec, securing on that account $3,000. 
Arreoted in Quebec by detective Fleury and 
detretive Walsh, Howard got off with four 
years, and Pare and L&roohelle were given 
ten years each On Fare’s release here 
turned to Montreal, where he was arrested 
for another safe-blowing, but made his 
escape from police headquarters and went 
to the United States, where he has re¬ 
mained ever since. Previous to her depar¬ 
ture on her trip to St. Thomas it is claimed 
that she got rid of several hundred dollars 
worth of bills.—Montreal Witness. 

Frontenac County Fair. 

The following letter from the Depart 
ment of Agriculture explains itself: 

Toronto, Juno 23, 18U8. 

To the Members of the Frontenac Agri 
cultural Society. 

The undersigned has had under consider¬ 
ation the protest entered in reference to 
the legality of the election of officers at 
the annual meeting of this society iiL 
January last. The different parties to tffo 
diepute having been heard, and the facts of 
the case as presented by both parties huv 
ing been submitted, the undersigned P uf 
opinion that the election of (liicers at 
Hurrowemith on the day fixed for the 
annual meeting was illegal. The reaeon 
for this decision is that certain persons 
offered their names as members of the 
society, tendering therewith the annual fee 
of one dollar each, previous to the election 
of officers, which names appear to have 
been refused, and they were not allowed to 
participate in the conduct of the meeting 
until after the officers of the Society had 
been elected. This course on the part of 
the President for the previous year, who 
was acting as presiding officer, was evident 
ly contrary to law, and the entire proceed¬ 
ings conducted by a part only of the proper 
membership thoro present ought, in my 
opinion, to be considered illegal. The 
decision, therefore, is that no officers of the 
society were legally elected at this meeting, 
and that the whole proceedings should be 
considered null and void. It has been
